Meeting  at  Liverpool. 

On  the  evening  of  Thursday,  February  19,  an  im- 
meeting  of  the  citizens  of  Liverpool  was  held 
S'the  Amphitheatre  to  express  sympathy  with  our 
vernment.  An  address  to  President  Lincoln, 
^‘ch  we  give  below,  was  adopted.  The  Liverpool 
M^eurv  (secessionist  organ)  devotes  nine  columns 
f  small  type  ^  report  of  the  proceedings.  Before 

?1,P  doors  of  the  Amphitheatre  were  thrown  open 
fTowds  gathered  round  the  principal  entrances,  and 
Lrv  inch  of  space  in  the  building  was  occupied. 
Mr  John  Orafier  presided,  and  opened  the  proceed- 
•  os  in  a  brief  speech.  Addresses  were  then  doli- 
'»red  bv  Rev.O.  M.  Birrell,  Mr.  C.  Robertson,  Rev.  J. 
0  jgaes,  Mr.  C.  E.  Rawlins,  Rev.  Hugh  Stowell 
Brown,  Dr.  Graham,  Mr.  Paterson  and  several  oth- 
ers— the  prevailing  tone  being  that  of  a  hearty 
anproval  of  the  President’s  Emancipation  policy, 
and  unqualified  detestation  of  the  slaveholders’! 


Chapel,  Mr.  Beaton,  Secretary  of  the  United  Trades’ 
Council,  in  the  chair.  It  was  large  and  enthusiastic, 
and  composed  chiefly  of  the  working  classes.  The 
proceedings  fill  more  than  five  columns  in  ?%e  Gale- :

Mr.  George  Lorimer  moved  the  first  resolution, 
the  following  effect :

fensihle  .system,  this  meeting  hereby  declares  that  it  1 
no  sympathy  with  any  slaveholdiug  interest,  either

"^Sfolbwing  strong  resolutions  were  adopted  :

-  originated  in  the  institution  of  slavery  there. 


“Thar in  its  emancipation  policy,  the  Federal  govern¬ 
ment  is  entitled  to  the  generous  sympatliy  of  every  Eng¬ 
lishman,  and  to  the  moral  support  which  such  sympathy 
always  affords.  , ,  ,  , 

“That  this  meeting  abhors  the  attempt,  now  made  for 
the  lii'St  time  in  the  history  of  Christendom,  to  establish  an 
empire  avowedly  founded  on  slavery  •  as  its  chief  corner-

lengthened  arguments  in  its  favor.” 

“An  Address  from  the  InTiabilanis  of  Liverpool, 
England,  to  the  Son.  Abraham  Lincoln  Presi¬ 
dent  of  the  United  States  of  America. 

“Sir:  Some  two  hundred,  and  f«ity  jron.ro  ago  n 
Duteh  man-of-war  entered  the  James  River,  in  Vir¬ 
ginia,  and  landed  twenty  negro  slaves — the  first  ever 
imported  into  the  continent  of  the  New  World. 

“  In  the  year  1860,  by  continued  importation^  and 
ly  natural  increase,  that  number  had  increased  to 
fonr  million. 

“  These  two  facts  describe  an  evil  which  has  been 
s  pressing  with  accumulative  weight  upon 


the  honor  and  prosperity  of  your  country. 

“  It  is  with  mingled  pain  and  pleasure  that 
remember  the  existence  of  negro  slavery  in  our  owu 
West  India  colonie& — with  pain  that  England  should 
ever  have  soiled  her  fame  with  that  accursed  institu¬ 
tion — with  self-gratulation  that  her  free  spirit  at 
length  broke  all  the  bonds  of  vested  interests  and 
hade  the  oppressed  go  free. 

“  But  our  slavery  was  only  colonial.  It  did  not 
pollute  the  life-blood  of  the  people  at  large  by  actual 
contact.  At  home  it  was  regarded  as  much  in  the 
light  of  an  error  of  our  statute  book  as  the  crime  of  | 
our  nation.  It  occupied  but  a  small  portion  of  Eng¬ 
land’s  vast  possessions,  and  did  not  afiect  the  organi¬ 
zation  of  labor  anywhere  else.  The  interests  of  a 
class  were  identified  with  its  maintenance,  but  not 
those  of  the  whole  mercantile  community.  Even 
thus  limited,  Englishmen  still  blush  to  thin] 
ever  permitted  in  the  realm. 

But  the  slavery  of  the  United  States  is  and  has 
keen  a  far  greater  calamity  both  at  home  and 
abroad.  The  area  of  its  occupation  is  immeasura- 
“W  '"ifier’  the  number  of  its  victims  far  greater, 
iinue  it  has  become  so  thoroughly  identified  with 
national  life  in  the  South  as  to  be  always  styled  the 
institution.  And  if  on  these  accounts  the 
mmcnlty  of  its  abolition  be  greater,  so  also  is  the 
of  its  maintenance. 

The  framers  of  a  Constitution  which  was  expressly 
desired  ‘  to  secure  the  blessings  of  liberty  ’  in  an 
vu  horn  recognized,  from  motives  of  expediency,  an 
mstitution  which  they  too  readily  believed  would 
pwdily  die  out.  Could  they  have  foreseen  the  time 
perishing,  it  would  have  been  en- 
'vigorous  life — when  theh’  descend- 
ts  Would  not  only  seek  out  new  territory  for  its 
^obld  even  carry  it  back  in  ignomi- 


■-in-Cbief  of  the  national !  these  are  life,  liberty,  .and  the  pursuit  of  happiness  ; 

secure  these  rights  governments  are  institute*' 


seeking  refuge  within  the  lines  of  the  Federal  army! 
In  September  last  you  issued  a  proclamation,  declar¬ 
ing  that  you  would  consecrate  the  new  year  to  lib¬ 
erty  by  decreeing  freedom  to  every  slave  within  the 
limits  of  the  rebellion  ;  but,  at  the  same  time,  ten¬ 
dering  pecuniary  aid  for  flic  immediate  or  gradual 
emancipation  of  the  slaves  of  loval  States.  Both 
those  promises  you  have  faithfully  kept,  and  two 
slave  States  have  since  accepted  your  proposal. 
That  the  edict  of  freedom  has  not  been  universal  in 
its  operation  is  owing,  we  know,  to  the  limit  placed 
upon  your  power  by  that  Constitution  which  yon 
have  sworn  *  faithfully  to  preserve,  protect  and 
defend,’  and  under  which  treason  alone  can  justify 
you  in  compulsory  emancipation.  But  we  feel 
assured  that,  by  the  inexorable  logic  of  events,  the 
abolition  of  slavery  will  speedily  take  place  in  every 
one  of  the  excepted  districts. 

“  We  offer  no  opinion  on  the  policy  of  the  civil 
war  now  raging  in  your  country,  but  for  the  me.is- 
ures  wo  have  thus  briefly  sketched,  which  have 
denationalized  slavery,  and  which  are  intended  to 
destroy  it  as  the  avowed  cause  of  the  war  itself, 
wenow  tender  to  you  and  to  your  Cabinet  our  respect¬ 
ful  sympathy.  For  these  acts  of  humanity  and  jus¬ 
tice  we  trust  you  will  realize  your  own  reverential 
desire,  and  receive  ‘the  considerate  judgment  of] 
maukind  and  the  gracious  favor  of  Almighty  God.’  ”

Mr.  Lorimer  supported  this  resolution  in  a  perti- 

mt  speech,  and  was  followed  by  Mr.  Reid,  a  slater, 
and  Mr.  Bone.  The  latter,  in  the  course  of  his 
speech,  said  : 

“  I  wish  Mr.  Mason  were  here  to-night  (laughter), 
and- he  would  have  a  different  tale  to  tell  at  the  next 
banquet  to  which  he  is  invited.  I  think  the  tide  is  turn¬ 
ing  now,  and  he  may  not  get  another  so  handy  (laugh¬ 
ter).  A  cry  has  been  raised  that  we  should  recog¬ 
nize  the  South.  We  did  recognize  them.  We  knew 
them  before  as  acquaintances,  not  as  friends — ^as  the 
men_  who  nave  for  forty  years  ruled  that  mighty 
continent,  and  have  never  let  slip  an  opportunity  of 
browbeating,  insulting,  cheating,  and  bamboozling 
this  country  (applause) — so  that,  if  we  had  not 
striven  hard  for  peace,  and  often  yielded  what  was 
our  due,  we  had  certainly  come  to  blows.  As  it  was, 

lived  constantly  on  the  verge  of  war.  We  recog- 

5  Jeff.  Davis  as  the  Mississippi  fire-eater  and  repu- 
diator  (great  cheering),  and  Mr.  Mason  as  the  author 
of  the  Fugitive  Slave  bill.  Shall  we  look  upon  the 
whole  lot  of  them  as  a  nation?  No;  not  yet,  Mr. 
Gladstone — a  gang  of  conspirators  banded  together 
to  trample  on  the  most  inviolate  human  rights,  to 
outrage  the  most  sacred  human  feelings,  to  rob  the 
laborer  of  his  reward,  labor  of  its  dignity,  and  God 
of  his  own  image  in  the  souls  of  men  (loud  applause) — 
to  destroy  the  relations  of  husband  and  wife,  parent 
and  child,  God  and  the  human  soul,  and  leave  only 
standing  that  of  master  and  slave — to  degrade  man 
and  to  defy  God,  and  to  deface  His  image  in  know¬ 
ledge,  in  righteousness,  and  true  holiness  (great 
cheering).  We  were  told  that  the  negro  was  con¬ 
tented  and  well  cared  for.  (A  Voice — ‘  So  he  is.’) 
There  were  a  few  places  vacant  yonder,  and  if  the 
gentleman  who  said  that  thought  it  worth  his  while 
to  apply  they  would  have  no  objections  ”  (loud  laugh¬ 
ter). 

Mr.  Lewis  moved  the  second  resolution,  to  the  fol¬ 
lowing  effect : 

t  oT  his  present  Emancipation  policy,  his  oner- 

i,  difficult,  and  critical  position  as  President  of  the  United 
oitttes,  this  meeting  accord  to  him  its  tribute  of  approba¬ 
tion  in  the  hope  and  belief  tliat  he  will  take  advantage  of 
every  circumstance  which  may  arise  to  carry 
expressed  personal  wish  that  freedom  may  be 
every  slave  throngiiont  the  entire  universe.” 

Mr.  Lewis  made  a  very  able  speech  in  support  of 
this  resolution.  He  said : 

“  However  the  emissaries  of  the  rebel  Confederacy 
may  be  received  by  those  interested  in  the  traffic  of 
the  bodies  and  the  souls  of  their  fellow-men,  let  the 
workingmen  of  Edinburg,  by  adopting  this  resolu¬ 
tion,  send  forth  a  voice  which  shall  be  heard  across 
the  Atlantic,  proclaiming  that  in  the  metropolis  of 
old  Scotland  they  have  registered  their  eternal  pro¬ 
test  against  the  high-handed  wickedness  of  those 
who  aspire  to  be  the  founders  of  a  system  of  unmiti¬ 
gated  crime  (loud  and  prolonged  cheers).  That  this 
retrograde  movement  to  establish  an  empire  hostile 
to  moral,  social,  and  political  freedom,  and  at  vari¬ 
ance  with  all  the  characteristics  of  civilization,  shall 
succeed,  I  cannot  for  a  moment  believe  (cheers).  I 
can  believe  that  Poland  will  erelong  rise  from  the 
grave  of  an  involuntary  oblivion  and  take  her 
stand  erect  among  the  nations  of  the  world  (loud 
cheers).  I  can  believe  that  Hungary,  long  crushed 
and  bleeding  under  the  iron  heel  ot  the  oppressor, 
shall  break  the  tyrant’s  chain,  and  take  her  place  in 
the  ranks  of  freedom  as  a  free  and  independent  peo- 
pie  (cheers).  I  can  believe  that  Italy,  torn,  lacer- 
ated,  and  dismembered,  will  one  day  break  the  arm 
of  her  oppressor,  rise  above  the  jiower  of  a  foreign 
and  ignominious  yoke,  and  proclaim  to  a  sympathiz¬ 
ing  world  that  the  hour  of  her  deliverance  has  come 
(loud  cheers)— but  I  cannot  believe  in  the  ultimate 
success  of  a  horde  of  perjured  traitors  and 
stealers  in  their  attempt  to  consolidate  an  empire 
whose  foundations  are  laid  inhuman  gore,  and  whose 
corner-stones  are  cemented  with  the  blood  and  knit 
together  by  the  heart-strings  of  the  millions  they 
have  enslaved  (cheers).  That  such  an  idea  shall,  m 
the  middle  of  the  nineteenth  century,  be  realized, 
transcends  my  faculty  of  belief.  Faith  in  the  reali¬ 
zation  of  such  an  idea  I  should  regard  as  becoming 
infidel  to  the  power  and  triumph  of  truth,  and  rank; 


among  men,  deriving  their  just  powers  from  the  eonr 
sent  of  the  government  ’  (loud  cheers).  On  the  other 
band,  the  independence  sought  by  the  South  is 
founded  on  these  self-evident  falsehoods — ‘  Slavery  is 
the  proper  status  of  the  negro  ;  the  negro  is  not  equal 

to  the  white  man ;  therefore,  slavery,  subordination 

to  the  superior  race,  is  his  natural  and  normal  condUj 
tion  ’  (loud  cheers).  The  difference  between  the  two 
parties,  as  expressed  in  these  confessions  of  theilf 
faith,  is  as  wide  as  the  gulf  between  heaven  and  hell. 
Empire  for  freedom — independence  for  piracy — 
the  momentous  stakes  for  which  this  game  of  war  if= 
now  carried  on.

orator  of  Scotland,  Dr.  Guthrie,  which 
almost  entire,  as  follows : 

It  is  time  that  those  who  sympathize  with  the 
cause  of  humanity,  liberty,  morality  and  religion 
should  no  longer  be-  silent,  but  speak  out.  President 
Lincoln  and  his  government  are  now  on  the  right 
rail ;  its  terminus  is  the  destruction  of  slavery  ;  and 
that  destroyed,  whatever  else  may  perish  is  a  mat¬ 
ter  of  comparatively  small  importance  (cheers). 

“  Notwithstanding  the  offensive  light  in  which  the 
United  States  have  been  often  placed  by  the  brag¬ 
gart  boasting  of  their  newspapers,  and  the  insolent 
bearing  of  their  politicians,  and  notwithstanding, 
also,  the  culpable  and  cowardly  silence  of  most  of 
their  Churches  on  the  claims  of  the  negro  to  liberty 
in  the  slave  States,  and  better  treatment  in  the  free, 
there  is  a  vast  amount  of  moral  and  religious  worth 
'blmilo^therflaorii;'"TEave  incufred’nb  small  odium 
in  exposing  them.  Still,  I  believe  that  there  is  no 
country  in  the  world,  our  own  excepted,  where  there 
is  so  deep  and  broad  a  substratum  of  moral  and  re¬ 
ligious  principle  as  is  to  be  found  in  those  portions 
of  the  American  Republic  which  have  not  been 
cursed  with  slavery  ;  and  considering  how  much  ot 
the  scum  of  the  Old  World  has  deen  poured  by  the 
tides  of  emigration  into  the  bosom  of  the  States,  we 
have  cause  to  wonder  that  there  the  good  bears  such 
"  proportion  to  the  evil  (bear,  hear). 

“  The  policy  which  Lincoln  and  his  colleagues  have 
_ow  adopted  is  one  which,  destroying  slavery,  will 
deliver  their  country  from  the  curse  of  God,  and 
from  the  contempt  and  reproaches  of  the  world. 
They  deserve,  therefore,  our  sympathy  and  encour¬ 
agement.  No  doubt  they  have  nothing  to  boast  of; 
and  until  they  took  up  their  present  advanced  posi¬ 
tion  they  had  no  reason  to  expect  our  sympathy. 
On  the  other  hand,  it  seems  ungenerous  and  unjust 
to  refuse  it  now  ;  and  to  twit  them  with  this,  that  it 
is  necessity  which  has  turned  them  into  Abolition¬ 
ists.  Admit  that,  though  many  have  been  silent  on 
the  wrongs  of  the  slave,  because  they  saw  no  way 
of  redressing  them,  yet  how  often  does  it  happen,  in 
the  providence  of  God,  that  it  is  necessity  which 
brings  men  into  a  right  position  ?

two  or  three  newspapers  out  of  the  many  hundreds 
of  our  country  which  have  faintly  echoed  the  senti¬ 
ments  of  the  South  on  slavery  have  found  no  echo  in 
the  bosoms  of  our  free  and  Christian  people  have 
excited,  in  fact,  no  other  feelings  but  astonishment 
at  their  Impudence  and  indignation  at  their  immoral¬ 
ity.  Who  cheered  Mr.  Mason  at  the  Lord  Mayor’s 
dinner  when,  representing  the  Confederate  govern¬ 
ment,  he  said—'  The  relationship  between  that  gov¬ 
ernment  which  is  now  in  its  infant  future  ami  yours 

will  be  one  of  close  a*|d  intimate  alliance  ’!  I  know 
not.  There  are  men  in  this  country  as  well  as  in 
America  who  will  sell  their  honor  and  saciifice  their 
very  souls  for  gold.  I  hope  the  cheers  of  the  Man¬ 
sion-House  were  only  an  illustration  of  the  saying, 

‘  When  wine  is  in,  wit  is  out  ’ ;  only  Mr.  Mason  and 
his  Gonfederate.s  should  be  made  to  know,  what  I 
venture  to  affirm,  that  there  is  not  one  man  in  a  hun¬ 
dred  or  thousand  of  us  but  has  felt  ashamed  at  that 
exhibition  ;  and  would  regard  men  who  could  rejoice 
in  the  prospect  of  ‘  a  close  and  intimate  alliance 
with  a  government  which  boasts  of  having  slavery 
tor  its  chief  corner-stone  as  a  disgrace  to  our  coun¬

Stephens,  their  mouthpiece,  has 
said  that  their  tathers,  in  pronouncing  slavery  to  he 
a  social,  moral  and  political  evil,  were  in  error— has 
said  that  the  negro  was  intended  by  God  to  be  the 
servant  and  slave  of  the  white  man— has  said  that 
slavery  is  therefore  a  Divine  institution — has  said 
that  to  emancipate  the  slaves  is  therefore  to  sm 
againftt  God— and,  stating  that  the  Divine  rights  ot 
shivery,  the  perpetniil  bondage  which  their  fathers 
repudiated,  is  now  to  form  the  very  foundation  ot 
their  government,  witii  a  profanity  which  is  Mmost

John  Wesley  got  the  credit  of  that  testimony,  but  it 
is  the  testimoDy  of  Adams,  one  of  the  most  noble 
Senators  with  whom  the  United  States  of  America 
were  ever  blessed  and  honored.  I  am  for  the  recon¬ 
struction  of  the  Union— the  crushing  of  the  rebel¬ 
lion  at  whatever  expense  (bear  and  applause) — at 
whatever  expense  of  time— whatever  expense  of 
money— that  the  North  is  coinmissioned  to  ciush  the 
rebellion,  and  reorganize  their  Union  on  a  proper 
basis,  the  abolition  of  that  great  crime. 

“  I  will  let  you  hear  what  Macaulay  says  respect¬ 
ing  the  Virginian  planters.  ‘I  affirm,’  says  Lord 
Macaulav,  ‘  that  there  exists  in  the  United  States 
a  slave  trade  not  less  odious  nor  demoralizing  than 
that  which  is  carried  on  between  Africa  and  Brazil. 
What  North  Carolina  and  Virginia  are  to  Louisiana 
and  Alabama,  Congo  is  to  Rio  de  Janeiro.  God  for¬ 
bid  that  I  Should  extenuate  the  horrors  of  the  slave 
trade  in  any  form,  but  this,  I  think,  is  its  worst 
form.  Bad  enough  it  is  that  a  man  should  sail  to  an 
uncivilized  quarter  of  the  world,  where  slavery 
exists — should  there  buy  wretched  barbarians,  and 
should  carry  them  away  to  labor  in  a  distant  land- 
bad  enough ;  but  that  a  civilized  man,  a  baptized  man, 
a  man  frequenting  a  Christian  Church,  should  breed 
slaves  tor  exportation,  and,  if  the  whole  horrible  truth 
must  be  told,  should  himself  begot  slaves  for  ex¬ 
portation — should  see  his  children,  sometimes  his 
own  children,  gamboling  around  him  from  infancy 
-,-should  watch  their  growth — should  become  famil- 
■  with  their  faces,  and  should  then  sell  them  for 
or  500  dollars  a  head,  and  send  them  to  lead  in 
a  remote  country  a  life  which  is  a  lingering  death— 
a  life  about  which  the  best  thing  that  can  be  said  is 
that  it  is  sure  to  be  short.  ‘  This,’  said  Lord  Ma¬ 
caulay,  ‘created  a  horror  exceeding  even  the  bor- 
excited  by  the  slave  trade,  which  is  the 
B  of  the  African  coast.  But,  mark,  I  am  not 
speaking  of  any  rare  case,  of  any  instance  of  eccen¬ 
tric  depravity  ,  I  am  speaking  ot  a  trade  as  regular 
as  the  trade  in  pigs  between  Dublin  and  Liverpool, 
qr  as  the  trade  in  coals  between  the  Tyne  and  the 
'rhames.’  Who  calls  Lord  Macaulay  a  fanatic? 
And  yet,  there  is  his  dreadful  testimony  for  the 
cause  for  which  there  are  some  persons  in  Glasgow 
would  even  have  our  sympathy  excited. 

“  The  day  of  victory  lor  the  North  was  not  far 
distant.  In  the  North  there  was  a  noble  people. 
He  was  persuaded  that  there  had  beeu  a  better  pre- 
p.aration  ou  the  part  of  the  Northern  States  for  the 
abolition  of  slavery  going  on  within  the  last  twenty 
years  than  there  was  in  Britain  when  we  abolished 
slavery.  Many  of  them  knew  little  about  i 
was  the  nobodies  that  carried  the  abolition  ot 
slavery.  Where  were  the  Whigs?  where  were  the 
Liberals  that  carried  the  Reform  bill  ?  Did  any  of 
them  ever  give  the  cause  the  least  comite^nce  i 
Did  Mr.  Oswald,  Mr.  Lumsden,  Mr.  Cobn  Dunlop, 
Mr.  John  Douglas — noble  men  they  were  in  one 
direction  (laughter  and  applause)— did  they  evtit 
help  those  who  were  agitating  for  the  abolition  of 
slavery?  Never  a  soul  of  them  appearm  on  any 
of  the  platforms ;  it  was  left  with  the  Dissenters, 
with  the  nobodies  (laughter),  'fhere  were  only  five 
clergymen  ot  the  whole  established  Church  who  ever 
— -5'A  grain  of  help  iu  the  Emancipation  work.  _  It 
left  to  the  nobodies,  and  they  sent  up  a  petition 
ai  one  time  from  Glasgow  with  60,000  names 
attached.  Throughout  the  whole  Wesleyan  denomi¬ 
nation  both  in  Scotland  and  England  there  was  not 
one  minister  that  ever  preached  or  came  forward  to 
give  testimony  against  slavery.  When  that  was  the 
state  of  things  here  in  Britain,  they  would  take  some 
comfort  as  to  the  manner  in  which  the  North  hereto¬ 
fore  in  their  pulpits  and  otherwise,  had  been  qmos- 
cent  about  slavery.  It  was  a  now  feeung ;  they  had 
just  got  their  hearts  opened  up ;  they  had  now  scope. 
Let  us,  he  said,  open  up  their  hearts  more  and  more, 
by  saying  to  them— M’^e  forbear  with  you  for  the 
past,  but  since  the  way  is  opened,  be  united,  go  for¬ 
ward  ;  you  have  a  great  commission — the  extinction 
of  slavery.  Do  not  spare  yourselves ;  do  not  sjiare 
your  purses  ;  it  is  the  greatest  of  all  missions.  They 
must  be  contented  to  help  the  American  Abolition¬ 
ists  at  every  point.  They  had  to  begin  with  a  small 
measure — that  slavery  should  not  be  extended.  That 
was  of  God ;  he  believed  they  did  not  see  where 
they  were  to  be  brought  out.  He  had  earned  for¬ 
ward  his  work  till  it  was  now  the  proclamation  of 
the  extinction  of  slavery.

Smith  and  Mr.  Martin  supported  the  amendment, 
bnt  only  a  few  hands  went  up  in  its  favor,  while  the 
great  body  of  the  meeting  voted  for  the  original 
resolution.  Vociferous  cheering  followed. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Arnot  then  moved  the  second  resoln- 

m — “  That  this  meeting  hails  the  opening  of  the 
present  year  as  the  beginning  of  an  epoch  of  closer 
friendship  and  more  extended  intercourse  between 
the  people  of  Britain  and  America.”  The  resolution, 
after  addresses  by  Hr.  Arnot  and  others,  was 
adopted  nnanimously. 

Councillor  Moir,  in  an  energetic  speech,  next  moved 
that  the  foregoing  resolutions,  together  with  an 
address  (of  which  he  submitted  a  draft  to  the  meet¬ 
ing),  be  forwarded  to  President  Lincoln.  The  ad¬ 
dress  contained  the  following  sentences :  ‘'  Since, 
through  the  disruption  initiated  by  the  Slave  Power 
itself,  a  way  is  being  opened  up  to  the  entire  enfran¬ 
chisement  of  every  slave  in  America,  and  decisive 
steps  are  being  taken  towards  extending  to  all  the 
rights  of  citizenship,  independently  of  any  distinc¬ 
tions  of  color,  our  heartiest  sympathies  have  been 
with  you,  yonr  government,  and  your  people.  By 
the  distinct  adoption  of  an  anti-slavery  policy,  your 
Administration  will  seal  the  doom  of  the  ‘  sum  of  all 
villanies,’  and  command  the  respect  of  all  who 
desire  that  the  bonds  of  wickedness  shall  be  un¬ 
loosed,  and  the  oppressed  set  free.  We  regard  the 
proposition  and  attempt,  now  made  for  the  first 
time  in  the  history  of  (he  world,  to  establish  a  nation 
upon  the  basis  of  slavery,  as  infamous  in  itself,  and 
an  unparalleled  outrage  upon  humanity  at  large. 
Tlio  great  heart  of  the  British  people  beats,  we 
assure  you,  true  to  freedom.  Freemen  ourselves,  our 
hearts  go  Jbrth  to  freemen.  We  leoognize  as  the 
plain  issue  of  the  contest  now  tasking  the  heroism 
and  sell-sacrifice  ol  America  the  question,  whether 
the  Slave  Power  shall  master  a  continent  for  itself, 
or  be  overthrown  as  a  curse  unto  the  earth.  That 
the  day  may  soon  dawn  when  no  slave  shall  tread 
American  soil  from  North  to  South,  and  the  United 
States  become  indeed  and  of  a  truth  the  United 
States  of  free  men  ;  that  from  year  to  year  the  ties 
binding  our  beloved  country'  and  your  own  may  be 
strengthened  and  our  citizens  be  united  with  each 
other  in  bonds  of  amity  and  peace ;  and  that 
'on,  sir,  when  your  term  of  office  expires,  may  ,  be 
mown  as  the  President  who  saved  his  country  by 
doing  righteously  and  unloosing  the  heavy  burdens 
of  an  oppressed  race,  is  our  sincere  and  earnest 
hope  and  prayer.’ 

The  address  and  the  motion  of  Councillor  Moir 
were  adopted  by  acclamation.

Meeting  at  Laiubetli. 

The  Meeting  at  Lambeth,  Feb.  20tb,  *as  attended 
by  3,000  people.

‘Tliat  this  great  meeting  of  the  inhabitants  of 
borough  of  Lambeth  has  heard  with  indignation  of 
welcome  given  at  the  Mansion  House  to  Mr.  Mason,  author 
of  the  infamous  Fugitive  Slave  Act  and  emissary  of  the 
rebel  slaveholders  of  the  South ;  and  herohy  declares  t 
e  hearty  sympathies  ol  freedom-loving  Englishmen 
itli  tlie  Union  and  emancipation.” 

Meeting  at  Tonbridge. 

On  Thursday  evening  week  the  old  town  of  Ton- 
bridge  was  unusually  animated.  A  public  meeting 
at  the  Town  Hall  had  been  announced  on  the  sub¬ 
ject  of  slavery,  and  it  was  understood  that  Professor 
Allen,  a  colored  native  of  Virginia,  would  be  present. 
The  chair  was  occupied  by  Mr.  S.  Scott,  of  South- 
borough  (representing  the  Emancipation  Society).  He 
said  the  friends  of  the  cause  had  been  reviled  by  a 
portion  of  the  press,  which  went  over  to  the  slave 
cause  in  so  clumsy  and  transparent  a  manner  just 
at  the  time  of  the  visit  of  Messrs.  Mason  and  Slidell 
to  these  shores.  But  let  them  revile,  for  these  advo¬ 
cates  of  the  negro  ai-e  bound  together  in  this  grave 
contest  to  fight  again  the  battle  of  freedom,  and  they 
would  be  brought  through  the  struggle  just  as  were 
Granville  Sharp,  Clarkson,  Brougham  and  Wilber- 
force,  since  they  occupied  the  same  ground,  and 
would  eventually  secure  the  same  moral  and  irresist¬ 
ible  amount  of  support. 

Mr.  Allen, .in  a  most  impressive  speech,  brought 
vividly  before  the  meeting,  as  an  eye-witness,  the 
working  of  slavery  in  the  rebel  States,  and  was 
repeatedly  interrupted  by  the  manifestation  of  the 
feelings  of  the  audience. 

The  hall  was  densely  crowded.  The  following 
resolution  was  passed  unanimously : 

“  That  the  deep  sympatliy  of  this  meeting  be 
spectfiilly  tendered  to  President  Lincoln,  in  the  solemn  hope 
it  niay  contribute  towards  the  supporting  of  his  hands 
wliilst  grappling  with  an  unnatural  rebellion,  and  thereby  | 
advancing  the  cause  of  freedom,  order,  justice,  constitu¬ 
tional  government,  and  religion  throughout  the  world.”

This  city  is  now  reaping  tlie  ripe  fruits  of  modern 
Democracy”  and  Northern  sympathy  with  the 
Slaveholders’  Rebellion.  Ever  since  ex-Pr«sident 
Pierce  m.ade  a  pilgrimage  (0  this  city  and  the  West 
in  August,  1861,  and  the  secret  treasonable  order  of 
the  K.  6.  C.  spread  their  programme  over  the  North, 
The  Free  Press  newspaper  of  this  city,  in  common 
with  the  Democratic  press  of  the  North,  has  been 
sowing  the  seeds  of  civil  strife,  discord  and  blood¬ 
shed  in  the  North,  to  distract  attention  from  the 
armed  rebels  in  the  South,  and  force  a  compromise 
and  close  of  the  war  011  terms  that  would  enure  to 
the  benefit  of  the  Democratic  party  in  the  future. 

After  the  callvfhr  troops  in  1862,  a  distinguished 
and  infamous  politician  of  your  city  made  a  ti'ip  to 
the  West  in  the  interest  of  the  K.  G.  0.,  and  his  path 
was  marked  by  riots  and  outbreaks  against  the  col¬ 
ored  people  of  several  cities — Toledo,  Chicago,  Cin¬ 
cinnati,  St.  Louis,  and  other  points.  In  this  city  it 
was  an  attempt  to  mob  one  of  the  worthiest  and 
most  patriotic  citizens  in  the  State,  on  the  ground  that 
’  imployed  negroes  as  laborers,  when  the  facts 
that  he  only  employed  three  or  four  in  a  menial 
service,  out  of  several  hundred  workmen.  But  he 
was  a  loyal  man  and  Republican  who  had  given 
many  thousands  of  dollars  to  support  the  goveni- 
ent  against  the  rebels. 

Since  the  time  first  indicated  above  The  Free  Press 
has  been  hard  at  work  to  get  up  a  prejudice  against 
the  colored  people  in  the  minds  of  its  ignorant  and 
treason-sympathizing  followers.  Some  ten  days  ago 
a  Spaniard  of  this  city,  who  is  a  voter,  was  charged 
with  violating  the  person  of  a  young  girl.  The  Free 
Press  said  it  was  a  negro,  and  its  columns  teemed 
with  the  most  extravagant  and  exaggerated  accounts 
of  it  for  several  days,  until  the  day  of  trial,  when  it 
had  drummed  up  an  excited  mob  to  surround  the 
Court-House,  to  attempt  the  rescue  of  the  prisoner 
from  the  law  to  murder  him.  He  was  found  guilty 


but.  this  .1 


The  officers  called  for  ami  procured  a  military 
guard  to  take  him  to  jail.  The  mob  attempted  a 
rescue,  and  were  fired  upon ;  one  man  was  killed, 
and  one  or  two  wounded.  The  Democracy  in  force 
then  turned  their  attention  upon  the  colored  popula¬ 
tion  ofthe  city,  and  marched  in  a  mob  of  2,000  riot¬ 
ers  through  the  streets,  murdering  colored  people 
wherever  they  could  get  hold  of  them,  and  burning 
buildings.  'Ihis  was  on  Friday  afternoon  and  even¬ 
ing  last.  About  fifty  buildings  were  laid  in  ashes, 
many  others  sacked,  and  it  is  yet  impossible  to  tell 
how  many  colored  people  were  killed.  Several  of 
the  soldiers  forming  the  escort  were  nearly  killed  by 
having  their  heads  cut  open  with  brickbats,  stones 
and  clubs  in  the  hands  of  the  mob.  The  Democratic 
city  authorities,  in  sympathy  with  the  mob,  did  no¬ 
thing  to  quell  the  riot,  and  for  eight  hours  it  held 
undisputed  sway.

_ the  slave  State.s  is  struck  with  the 

wretched  and  degraded  appearance  of  a  class  of 
people  called  by  tlie  slaveholders  “  poor  white  folks,” 
and  “  the  tallow-faqed  gentry,”  from  their  paJlid 
complexion.  They  live  in  wretched  hovels,  dress 
slatternly,  and  are  exceedingly  filthy  in  their  habits. 
Many  of  them  are  clay  or  dirt-eaters,  which  i$  said 
to  cause  their  peculiar  complexion.  Their  children, 
at  a  very  early  age,  form  this  filthy  and  disgusting 
habit;  and  mere  infants  may  be  found  with  their 
mouths  filled  with  dirt.  The  mud  with  which  they 
daub  the  interstices  between  the  logs  of  their  rude 
domicils  must  be  frequently  renewed,  as  the  occu¬ 
pants  pick  it  all  out  in  a  very  short  time,  and  eat  it. 
This  pernicious  practice  induces  disease.  The  com¬ 
plexion  becomes  pale,  similar  to  that  occasioned  by 
chronic  ague  and  fever.  ^ 

Akin  to  this  is  the  practice  of  snufT-dipping,  which 
is  not  confined  exclusively  to  females  of  the  poor 
white  caste,  though  scarcely  one  in  fifty  of  this  class 
is  exempt  from  the  disgusting  habit.  The  method  is 
this :  The  female  snuff-dipper  takes  a  short  stick, 
and,  wetting  it  with  her  saliva,  dips  it  into  her  snuff¬ 
box,  and  then  rubs  the  gathered  dust  all  about  her 
mouth,  and  into  the  interstices  of  her  teeth,  where 
she  allows  it  to  remain  until  its  strength  has  been 
fully  absorbed.  Others  hold  the, stick  thus  loaded 
with  snuff  in  the  cheek,  a  la  quid  ot  tobacco,  and 
suck  it  with  a  decided  relish,  while  engaged  in  their 
ordinary  avocations  ;  while  others  simply  fill  the 
mouth  with  the  snuff,  and  imitate,  to  all  intents  and 
purposes,  the  chewing  propensities  of  the  men. 
the  absence  of  snuff,  tobacco  in  the  plug  or  leaf 
invariably  resorted  to  as  a  substitute.  Oriental 
betel-chewing,  and  the  Japanese  fashion  of  blacking 
the  teeth  of  married  ladies,  are  the  height  of  ele¬ 
gance  compared  with  snuff-ffipping.  The  habit  leads 
to  a  speedy  decay  of  the  teeth,  and  to  nervous  disor¬ 
ders  of  every  kind.  Those  who  indulge  in  it  become 
haggard  at  a  very  early  age. 

The  Petersburg  (Va.)  Express  estimates  the 
her  of  women  in  that  State  as  one  hundred  and 
twenty-five  thousand,  one  hundred  thousand  of  whom 
are  snuff-dippers.  Every  five  of  these  will  use  a  two- 
ounce  paper  of  snuff  per  day ;  that  is,  to  the  hundred 
thousand  dippers,  two  thousand  five  hundred  pounds 
a  day,  amounting,  in  one  year,  to  the  enormous  quan¬ 
tity  of  nine  hundred  and  twelve  thousand  pounds. 
This  practice  prevails  generally,  it  says,  among  the 
poor  whites,  though  some  females  of  the  higher 
classes  are  guilty  of  it. 

The  poor  whites  obtain  their  subsistence,  as  far  as 
practicable,  in  the  primitive  aboriginal  mode,  viz., 
by  hunting  and  fishing.  When  these  method's  fail 
to  afford  a  supply,  they  cultivate  a  truck-patch,  and 
some  of  them  raise  a  bale  or  two  of  cotton,  with  the 
proceeds  of  the  sale  of  which  they  buy  whiskey, 
tobacco,  and  a  few  necessary  articles.  When  all 
other  methods  fail,  they  resort  to  stealing,  to  which 
many  of  them  are  addicted  from  choice,  as  well  as 
from  necessity.  They  are  exceeding  slovenly  in  their 
habits,  cleanliness  being  a  rare  virtue.  Indolence  is 
a  prevailing  vice,  and  its  lamentable  effects  are 
everywhere  visible.  They  fully  obey  the  scriptural 
injunction.  Take  no  thought  for  the  morrow.  A  pre¬ 
sent  supply,  sufficient  to  satisfy  nature’s  most  ur¬ 
gent  demands,  being  obtained,  their  care  ceases,  and 
they  relapse  into  listless  inactivity,  .^hey  herd  to¬ 
gether  upon  the  poor  sand-hills,  the  -|&fuse  land  of  I 
the  country,  which  the  rich  slaveholder  will  not  pur¬ 
chase,  for  which  reason  they  are  sometimes  called 
sand-hillers,  and  here  they  live,  and  their  children, 
and  their  children’s  children,  through  successive  gen¬ 
erations,  in  the  same  deplorable  condition  of  wretch¬ 
edness  and  degradation. 

They  are  exceedingly  ignorant;  notone  adult 
fifty  can  write ;  not  one  in  twenty  can  read.  They 
can  scarcely  be  said  to  speak  the  English  language, 
using  a  patois  which  is  scarcely  infelligibie.  An 
old  lady  thus  related  an  incident  of  which  her  daugh¬ 
ter  “  iSol  was  the  heroine.  “  My  darter  Sal  yister- 
day  sot  the  lather  to  the  damsel  tree,  and  dim  up, 
and  knocked  some  of  the  nicest  saftest  damsels  I 
ever  seed  in  my  borp  days.”  1  once  called  to  make 
some  inquiry  about  the  road,  at  a  small  log  tene¬ 
ment,  inhabited  by  a  sand-hiller  and  family.  Asheet 
was  hanging  upon  the  wall,  containing  the  portraits 
of  the  Presidents  of  the  United  States.  1  remarked 
to  the  lady  of  the  house  that  those  were,  I  believed, 
the  pictures  of  the  Presidents. 

“  Yes !  ”  she  replied  ;  “  they  is,  and  1  ye  heani  tell 
of  ’em  a  long  time.  They  must  begittin’  mighty  old, 
cf  some  of  ’em  aint  dead.  That  top  one,”  she  con¬ 
tinued,  ”  is  tlineral  Washington.  I’ve  hearn  of  him 
ever  sence  I  was  a  gal.  He  must  be  gittin  up  in 
years,  ef  he  aint  dead.  Him  and  Gineral  Jackson 
fit  the  Brilisli  and  Tories  at  New  Orleans,  and 
whipped  ’em,  too.” 

She  seemed  to  pride  herself  greatly  on  her  histori¬ 
cal  knowledge. 

One  of  these  geiiiusos  once  informed  me  of  a  peon- 
liar  kind  of  book  “  he’d  hearn  tell  on,”  that  the  Yaii- 
keeg  had.  He  had  forgotten  its  name,  but  thus  de¬ 
scribed  it:  “  It  told  the  day  of  tlie  week  the  mouth 
come  in  mi.  It  told  when  we  w.as  a  gwine  to  have 
ram,  and  what  kind  of  wether  we  wa.s  gwine  to  have 
in  gineral.  May-be  they  call  it  a  rain-book.” 

1  replied  that  I  had  heard  of  the  hook,  and  I  be- 
hey^  that  It  was  called  an  Almanac. 

You  VC  said  It  now,"  remarked  the  man.  “  It’s  a 
alminick  and  I  d  give  half  P^e  wuth  to  have  one.

On  the  Sabbath  after  the  completion  of  the  Mem¬ 
phis  and  (’harleston  Railroad,  a  large  number  of  he 
sand-hillers  came  to  luka  Springs,  to  witness  the 
passing  of  the  cars.  Arriving  Wo  early,  they  visited 
a  church  where  divine  service  was  progressing. 
While  the  minister  was  in  the  miilst  of  his  sermon, 
the  locomotive  whistle  sounded,  when  a  stampede 
took  place  to  the  railroad.

If,  on  setting  out 
on  a  journey,  an  owl  hoot  on  the  left  hand,  they  will 
leturnand  set  out  anew.  If  the  new  moon  is  seen 
through  brush,  or  on  the  left  h.and,  it  is  a  had 
They  will  have  trouble  during  the  lunar  month. 
When  the  whippoorwill  is  first  heard  in  the  Spring, 
thev  turn  head  over  heels  thrice,  to  prevent  backache 
during  the  year.  Dreams  are  harbingers  ot  joy  or 
woe:  To  dream  of  snakes  is  ominous.  To  dreani  ot  ] 
seeing  a  coffin,  or  conversing  with  the  dead, 
sign  of  approaching  dissolution,  and  m.any  have,  no 
doubt,  perished  through  terror  occasioned  by  .such 
dreams.  Fortune-tellers  are  rife  among  them — those 
sages  whose  eomprehensivo  view  knows  the  past,  the 
present,  and  the  future.  They  seek  unto  familiar 
spirits,  that  peep  and  mutter,  for  the  living  to  the

THE  H ATT! AN  MINISTER  AT  WASHINGTON. 


At  Col.  Rouraain  is  the  first  diplomatic  agent  sent 
to  this  country  by  Hayti,  the  public  may  feel  a  little 
interest  to  learn  something  of  the  history  and  chara? 
ter  of  the  new  Minister. 

Col.  Roumain  was  born  in  Hayti,  of  parents  of  the 
highest  respectability.  It  is  the  practice  of  the 
wealthiest  people  there  to  send  their  sons,  from  10  to 
15  years  of  age,  to  Europe  for  their  education,  for  a 
term  of  four  years  in  France,  and  some  of  them  pass 
two  more  years  in  England,  under  constant  instruc¬ 
tion.  Col.  llonmain’s  intellect,  which  is  of  a  superior 
grade,  has  been  well  cultivated,  more,  perhaps, 
among  the  English  than  the  French,  consequently,  he 
speaks  English  perfectly,  and  without  foreign  accent, 
and  writes  it  with  fluency.  He  is  33  years  of  age ;  |n 
personal  appearance  he  is  a  fine  figure  of  a  man ;  in 
height  about  five  feet  and  ten  inches  ;  is  graceful  and 
courteous  in  his  manners,  and  sustains  his  dignity 
without  ostentation  ;  is  fluent  in  conversation, 
equally  in  Frgnch  and  English,  and  soon  draws  an 
interest  to  hims.elf  from  all  who  hold  conversation 
with  him.  He  ha^  other  good  qualities,  of  which 
some  of  them  should  he  appreciated  by  Americans  at 
the  present  time.  He  has  displayed  courage  and 
daring  in  the  prominent  part  he  took  in  the  revolu¬ 
tion  of  his  country  from  the  imperial  to  the  republi¬ 
can  form  of  government.  The  reign  of  the  Emperor 
Soulouque  had  become  despotic  and  oppressive,  but 
always  keeping  a  large  body  of  soldiers  around  him, 
very  few  had  the  temerity  to  attempt  the  introduction 
of  a  change.  Col.  Roumain,  with  two  others,  accom¬ 
panied  Gen.  Geffrard,  now  the  President  of  Hayti, 
in  a  small  row-boat  a  distance  of  sixty  miles,  and 
these  four  men  debarked  on  the  wharf  at  Gonaives 
and  immediately  declared  for  the  Constitution  and 
the  Republic.  A  moment  of  suspended  action  then 
was  to  decide  their  fate.  Had  the  gu.ard  stationed 
there  seized  them — and  they  were  at  its  morcy--they

BuRi.Kroii  died  at  his  residence  in  Plain- 
field,  Ct.,  on  the  10th  of  February,  just  ten  days  less 
than  eighty-nine  years  old.  During  the.  greater  part 
of  this  long  life  lie  was  an  earnest  worker  with  both 
hand  and  mind.  Beginning  with  toil  and  struggle 
against  more  than  ordinary  difficultie.s,  the  position 
of  respectability  and  extended  usefulness  which  he 
achieved,  was  won  by  resolute  endeavor  and  held  by 
persistent  industry,  which  slackened  only  with  his 
failing  powers. 

He  was  born  in  Ashford,  Ct. ;  lost  his  father  in 
early  boyhood,  and,  when  about  ten  years  old,  was 
apprenticed  by  the  selectmen  of  the  town,  to  a  farmer, 
for  the  term  of  his  minority.  In  his  fifteenth  year, 
the  loss  of  an  arm — which  was  crushed  in  a  cider- 

mill _ impairing  his  efficiency  for  manual  labor, 

awakened  a  strong  desire  to  obtain  an  education 
which  would  fit  him  for  some  intellectual  employ- 
Hoping  for  help  from  his  master,  ho  con¬ 
tinued  at  work  on  the  farm  for  two  or  three  years 
longer  ;  hut  finding  that  his  master  could  not  assist 
him  in  bis  cherished  purpose,  he  asked  and  procured 
a  surrender  of  his  indentures;  and,  at  the  age  of 
about  seventeen  years,  without  shoes,  stockings  or 
coat,  and  with  but  a  scanty  supply  and  coarse  quality 
of  other  garments,  went  out  to  make  his  own  way  in 
the  world.  A  Winter  at  a  “District  School ’’—the 
Winter’s  board  being  paid  in  labor  the  next  Summer- — 
enabled  him' to  teach  a  small  school  the  following  Win- 
Tho  first  Step  gained, step  followed  step,  teach- 
ing  ami  hand  labor  and  study  alternating  with  each 
other,  hia  earnest  self-help  winning  at  length  respect 
and  help  from  others,  till,  after  ten  or  twelve  years  of!

About  thirty  ye.ars  ago  he 
was  chosen  President  of  the  Anti-Slavery  Society  of 
Plainfield  and  vicinity,  one  of  the  first  three  auxilia¬ 
ries,  we  believe,  of  the  New  England  Anti-Slavery 
Society  (some  months  before  the  American  Anti- 
Slavery  Society  was  formed)  and  held  the  office  till 
the  Society  was  meraed  in  the  Windham  County 
Anti-Slavery  Society.  Till  disabled  by  age,  he  con¬ 
tinued  to  give  of  his  time  and  substance  and  personal 
influence  to  the  cause.  Differing  from  the  policy  of 
the  American  Society  as  to  the  single  measure  of 
voting  at  . such  elections  as  involved  the  slavery  ques¬ 
tion,  and,  in  that,  agreeing  with  the  Free-Soilers  and 
Republicans,  he  was  among  the  supporters  of  Fre¬ 
mont  and  of  Lincoln — his  voting  for  the  latter  being 
the  last  public  act  of  his  life — however,  he  was  no 
mere  Frec-Soiler  or  Republican ,  hut  a  radical  Aboli¬ 
tionist  ;  one  in  principle,  and,  in  all  points  but  voting, 
one  as  to  measures  also,  with  the  “  Garrisonians  ” ; 
and  highly  esteeming  the  man  from  whom  that  desig¬ 
nation  is  derived.  For  nearly  46  years  a  deacon  - 
the  Congregational  Church,  accepting  its  theolo^ 
essentially  true,  and  discharging  the  duties  of  1 
office  to  the  acceptance  of  the  Church  till  age  and 
blindness  disabled  him,  he  was  still  liberal  enough  in 
spirit  to  see  exceUence  in  the  believers  of  other  creeds, 
and  admired  the  characters,  and  took  delight  in  the 
writings  (of  course  dissenting  from  them  in  certain 
points)  of  Garrison  and  Theodore  Parker  and  others 
whom  like  them  he  recognized  as  faithful  to  the  cause 
of  freedom,  justice  and  humanity  ;  deeming  practical, 
of  more  importance  than  theoretical  orthodoxy,  a 
true  life  better  than  a  correct  formula.

This  struggle  is  the  struggle  of  despotism  against 
right ;  it  is  a  tragic  episode  of  the  theft  comtnitted 
by  the  three  vultures  of  the  north  to  the  detriment 
of  the  liberty  and  the  life  of  one  of  the  most  con¬ 
siderable  nations  of  Europe.  It  is  the  violence  of 
brutal  force  against  the  tranquillity  of  the  man  who 
wishes  to  live  peacefully  by  the  labor  of  his^  hands  ; 
violence  which  will  continue  while  people  think  only 
of  their  stomachs,  and  leave  their  unhappy  neighbor 
under  the  yoke  ol  the  crowned  butcher. 

Do  not  abandon  Poland  !  Imitate,  at  all  events, 
your  tyrants — they  do  not  abandon  her  ;  the  valiant 
Hungarians  afford  a  recent  proof  of  this.  Victori¬ 
ous  over  Hapsburg,  they  were  crushed  by  her  north¬ 
ern  accomplice. 

And  thou,  guardian  of  the  Alps,  head  of  Europe, 
descendant  of  the  men  of  the  Grutli,  throw  the  re¬ 
publican  rifle  into  the  balance  of  Europe,  and  thou 
wilt  see  what  it  weighs.  It  is  for  free  people  now  to 
establish  order  in  the  world,  disturbed  by  the  mori¬ 
bund  desires  of  despotism. 

Do  not  abandon  Poland !  If  we  all  assist  her  as 
we  ought  to  assist  her,  we  shall  have  fulfilled  a 
sacred  duty,  aud  the  world  will  be  constituted  in 
conformity  with  the  welfare  of  the  human  race,  then 
blessed  by  God.

DANIEL  HUME.

■What  a  singular  history  is  that  of  Daniel  Hume, 
the  medium !  Here  is  a  young  man,  who,  without 
illustrious  birth,  and  without  other  merit  than  that 
of  practicing  brilliantly  an  acknowledged  imposi¬ 
tion,*  has  jumped  suddenly  to  a  familiar  association 
with  monarchs  and  with  the  very  highest  nobility  of 
Europe.  After  creating  for  himself  a  name  in  the 
spirit  world  of  America,  Hume,  came  to  Europe,  and 
w'e  first  hear  of  him  in  a  prominent  way  at  Florence, 
where,  in  a  littie  circle  of  artists  and  literary  people 
—of  whom  Hiram  Powers,  Mr.  McKinney, the  Brown¬ 
ings  and  the  Martineaus  were  members — he  per¬ 
formed  feats  which  rendered  his  name  at  once  famil¬ 
iar  to  all  the  reading  world  of  Europe.  It  was  there 
that  he  met  the  Count  Kouchaloff,  a  Russian  gentle¬ 
man,  whose  sister  he  afterwards  married.  The 
Count  brought  Hume  to  Paris,  and  among  other  dis- 


_ _ _ society  whom  he  invited 

his  house  to  witness  Hume’s  wonderful  perform- 
the  Count  Bacchiochi,  a  relative  of  the 
Emperor,  one  ot  the  Chamberlains  of  his  Majesty,  and 
charged  specially  with  the  direction  of  the  theatrical 
and  other  amusements  of  the  Court.  Whether  M. 
Bacchiochi  became  a  convert  to  Hume’s  power, 
only  desired  to  fulfil  faithful!)^  his  office  of  Court 
amuser,  I  do  not  know  ;  but  he  introduced  Hume  at 
the  Tuileries,  and  fit  the  first  sitting,  at  which  only 
their  Majesties  and  M.  Bacchiochi  were  present, 
Hume  was  fortunate  enough  to  accomplish  some  of 
his  most  a.stoundiug  feats.  From  that  day  llume 
has  been  a  “pet”  of  the  palace  and  of  the  Court 
eople  generally.  His  relation  to  the  Emperor  and 
^Impress  is  that  of  an  intimate  friend,  and  he  enjoys 
the  extraordinary  privilege  of  being  admitted,  as  a 
matter  of  course,  to  all  the  soirees,  of  whatever 
character,  at  the  palace.  As  early_  as  two  years  ago 
he  had  already  gained  such  flu  inlluencc  with  the 
Empiess  that  she  scolded  him  sis  she  would  a  near 
friend  for  not  coming  to  see.  her  when  she  was  in 
London  on  her  way  to  Bcotlamd  ;  and  when  Uume| 
objected,  tliat  he  feared  to  disturb  her  in  the  state  of 
mind  she  then  was— the  Duchess  of  Alba  had  just 
died-  she  replied  lliat  it  was  just  because  she  had

The  people  have  always  had  their  own  champions 
whom  they  have  delighted  to  honor — the  more  espe¬ 
cially  if  they  have  undergone  suffering  and  calumny 
I  their  behalf.  Among  the  chief  of  these  ti-ue  men 
■pioneers  in  the  cause  of  human  progress — must 
'er  be  ranked  George  Tboinpson.  The  soiree  which 
i  Wednesday  night  was  held  in  his  honor,  coupled 
„j  it  was  with  the  presentation  of  an  eloquent  and 
appropriate  address  from  the  pen,  we  believe,  of  Mr. 
Washington  Wilks,  was  a  worthy  expre,ssion  of  the 
feeling  of  gratitude  and  admiration  which  Mr.  Tiiomp- 
son’s  public  services  have  excited  among  the  masses 
of  ihe  British'  people.  With  the  exception  of  Lord 
Brougham,  who  is  almost  the  sole  survivor  of  the 
illufitrious  band  to  whose  efforts  we  owe  the  aboli¬ 
tion  of  slavery  and  the  slave  trade,  hut  who  hi  hia 
old  age  is  painfully  timid  and  vacillating,  Lord  Teyn- 
ham  is  perhaps  the  only  member  of  the  Upper  House 
who  could,  with  perfect  fitness,  have  been  chosen 
preside  on  this  interesting  occasion.  Although  . 
aristocrat  in  social  position,  he  is  yet  thoroughly 
identified  with  popular  opinions,  and  baa  espoused 
with  the  ardor  of  youth,  and  at  the  same  time  with 
the  sagacity  and  thought  of  mature  age,  the  cause 
of  Parliamentary  reform — one  of  those  movements 
in  which  Mr.  Thompson  has  from  time- to  time  taken 
a  leading  part.  Mr.  Bazley,  the  representative  o 
commercial  Manchester  ;  Mr.  Sella  Martin,  a  gentle 
man  of  color  and  a  fugitive  slave;  and  Professor 
Newman,  the  schoolman  deeply  versed  in  philoso¬ 
phic  lore  -  all  united,  from  their  several  points  of] 
view,  in  tho  same  tribute  of  praise.  The  speech  of 
Mr.  Sella  Martin  must  have  been  especially  grate¬ 
ful  to  Mr.  Thompson.  That  gentleman  had  a  right 
to  speak  in  the  name  of  the  fpur  million  of  Ai 

can  slaves,  for  only  a  few  years  ago  he  was  _ 

of  their  number — doomed,  os  it  vvouUl  seem,  to  a 
life  of  hopeless  bondage.  Mr.  Martin  declared 
that  the  name  of  George  Thompson  was  enshrined 
in  the  affections  of  the  bondsmen  of  America — 
that  their  benedicliona  rested  upon  him  aa  the  advo-: 
cate  of  their  cause,  to  whom,  next  to  William  Lloyd 
Garrison,  they  were  the  most  indebted.  One  remark  i 
was  made  by  Mr.  Thompson  in  the  course  of  .his 
speech  which  cannot  sink  too  deeply  into  the  minds 
of  the  young  men  of  the  present  generation.  He 
said  that  his  one  great  aim  had  always  been  to  base  . 
his  advocacy  of  public  questions  upon  a  sound  moral  I 
principle.  Having  satisfied  himself  of  the  principle, 
he  hilt  that  his  cause  rested  on  an  iuiumtabU;  founda¬ 
tion.  Ii;|Iijs  rule  were  always  acted  on  lewer  errone¬ 
ous  opinioha  would  prevail  in  the  world.  Men  would 
become  better  citizens,  and  tiu  ri  lfin;  ti  ner  Uhristians  ; 
aud  those  beiiefieeiit  olijecl.s  to  whicli  Mr.  Tlimiipsou 
has  devoted  his  life  would  speedily  advance  to  a 
successful  issue.  The  meeting  of  Wcdijesil.ay  was  an 
Oxpression  ol  British  sympathy  and  good  will ;  but 
we  are  sure  that  the  American  heart  must  be  deeply 
touched  by  the  service  which  Mr.  Thompson  lias 
rendered  to  their  cause  in  the  present  hour  of  trial.

American  soil ;  but  the  labors  of  the  brave  pioneer 
have  at  length  yielded  a  fruitful  harvest,  and  the 
Northern  States  are  now  leavened  with  tho  spirit  of  j
